GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


CLEMATIS MONTANA. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says:— 
In the entire list of climbing plants, it is ques- 

tionable whether a more popular subject 
than this early-flowering member of the 
Clematis family could be named. Clothed 
with its wreaths and festoons of pure 
white flowers, it is now to be seen Enna 
mg many a hitherto unattractive wall and 
pergola.

WHAT MR. MACENTEE SAID. 


- 


' R. MacENTEE, who opened his Budget 
M at 3.13 p.m., said :— 

It is pleasant to know that there is one 
matter upon which all parties in the State 
are agreed—to wit, that last year we had a 
surplus on the Budget—and a very sub- 
stantial surplus, at that. True, a month or 
so ago, some of those who now write and 
speak as with authority on the matter, were 
proclaiming that we had an equally sub- 
stantial deficit. However, since it 
even to our critics that, despite all dismal 
forebodings, the State is not bankrupt, and 
that we have not had to borrow to balance 
the Budget—in fact, since it has been put on 
record that the position was never so blue 
as they had depicted it—I presume I may 
affirm without risk of challenge er contra- 
diction that for the second year in succession 
the Budget has produced a _ substantial 
surplus.

PAYMENT FOR CAPITAL 
PURPOSES. 


The first-mentioned figure included the full 
amount required for the payment of the ex- 
port bounties and subsidies. More note- 
worthy still, it also included certain pavy- 
ments for capital purposes, which, accord- 
ingly, are not to be charged against the 
annual revenue, 

These payments were :— 

(a) The sum of £500,000 provided for the 
purchase of 500,000 Ordinary shares in the 
new sugar manufacturing company, Comh- 
Siuicre Eireann, Teoranta;

responding number of £1 shares in the In- 
dustrial Credit Company; and 

(c) In addition to the £550,000 provided 
out of the suspense account surplus for the 
Local Loans Fund, a further £1,600,000 
mainly in respect of loans to local authorities 
for housing purposes. 

These items in themselves amount to 
£2.592,000, and when we add to them £35,000 
for compensation paid under the Damage to 
Property (Compensation) Acts, £8,000 in 
respect of repayment of the Dail Eireann 
Internal Loan, and £41,000 in respect of the 
Barrow drainage scheme—all of them ex- 
penditure for which, by the established 
practice of years, we are justified in borrow- 
ing—we get the figure of £2,676,000. The 
whole of this sum represents payments which, 
beyond question. are not normally chargeable 
against reverue. 

Accordmgly, in order to obtain the true 
sum which is properly so chargeable we must 
deduct that amount from the total expendi- 
ture for the year of £31,550,298, vs are 


that figure to £28,874,298, and thereby 


arriving at the true annual cost of the 
Administration. 
ADMINISTRATIVE 


EXPENDITURE £28,874,298. 


Against the administrative expenditure of 
28,874,298 we were able to set a total 
revenue of £30,229,182, and, after defraving 
out of taxation the whole cost of the export 
bounties and subsidies, we found ourselves, 
at the close of the last financial year, with 
the truly remarkable surplus of £1,355,000. 

I frankly confess that the magnitude 
of the surplus has been a great surprise 
to me and to ay advisers. We claim no 
credit for it, beyond such as must be 
given for having framed our Budget upon 

_ a Cautious and not over-optimistic basis. 

That so large a surplus should have accrued 
is a Striking and convincing testimony of the 
financial and economic strength of the State 
and its people, a testimony which should be 
gratifying to every citizen and to every 
interest. Newspapers, however, would seem 
to be an exception. It is difficult for the 
layman to conceive why an account of a 
Budget surplus would not make as good a 
‘story’ as any other—from the reader's 
point of view it would have at least the spice 
of novelty. But there it is: a surplus ap- 
parently makes no appeal to some news- 
papers; so un the 2nd of April last truth was 
slaughtered in order to serve what I may 
describe as a calf-and-veal story of a deficit. 
There is scarcely anything more damaging to 
the credit of a State than the realisation of a 
budgetary deficit, scarcely anything which so 
generally injures the citizen ih his own 
private affairs, making it more difficult for 
the State to fulfil its obligations to him, and 
for him to fulfil his obligations to the State, 
his ereditors and his fellow-citizens. It is 
regrettable, therefore, that responsible news- 
papers should neglect to ascertain the facts 
i a matter of this Kind, and, by their failure 
to make the necessary inquiries in the proper 
quarter as to the true position, give currency 
to a statement so injurious to the public 
credit. 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 


T have said that the magnitude of the 
revenue surplus is a convincing testimony to 
the financial and economic strength of our 
people. The items which have built up that 
surplus are, in turn, striking evidence of the 
fact that conditions here are steadily im- 
proving. Every single tax heading con- 
tributed its quota. . 

On the Inland Revenue side, estate duties 
hettered the estimates by £17,000, as also did 
stamp duties by £65,000. On income tax, sur. 
tax and super-tax there was an excess of 
€12,000. Excess profits duty yielded more 
than we expected by £93,000, as did corpora- 
tion profits tax by £11,000, and motor vehicl« 
duties by £16,000. 


in regard to Customs and Excise taxes, 
the Customs, upon which we had counted 
for £8,199,000, gave us £9,689,000, or 
£1,490,000 more than we expected, while 
the Excise duties, which were forecasted 
at £5,020,000, capped that sum by an 
additional £300,000. 


INCREASED YIELDS. 


These are noteworthy figures, indeed; but 
even more worthy of note are the principal 
individual items.in respect of which the esti- 
mated yields have been exceeded. I shall 
refer to a few. The yield from motor car 
duties was just £376,000, or over £130,000 
higher than last year, the estimate being ev- 
ceeded by almost £276,000. Tea gave us 
£467,000, £77,000 over the estimate, and 
£126,000 more than last year. From what is 
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populariy known as the petrol tax we got 
£1,087, {000 more than was expected, 

‘then four minor duties—uuimportant in 
their yield, but significant as indications of 
the general economic trend—contributed their 
mite to the general well-being of the Exche- 
quer. Of this batch the tax on wireless ap- 
paratus was the most fruitful. Notwithstand- 
ing the development of the assembling in- 
dustry here—which, of course, tends to eat 
seriously into the revenue—that tax, produc- 
ing approximately £21,000 over the estimate, 
gave £6,300 more than in 1932-33. Similarly, 
the yield from the duty on dried fruit, beating 
the figure for 1932-35 by £4,584, made the 
record amount of £46,494; ‘cinematograph 
films gave £49,500, also a record, beating 
the figure for 1931-32 by almost £9,000; while 
the duty on clocks and watches exceeded the 
estimate by £5,600, and did better than in 
1931-32 by £3,200. i 


ENTERTAINMENTS DUTY. 


So far so good; but we may congratulate 
ourselves, ‘icdnal. when we find that the en- 
tertainments duty, notwithstanding the ex- 
emptions which were granted last year, bet- 
tered the preceding year’s receipts by 
£30,000, and surpassed the figure for 1924-25 
—the previous Nehest—tiy £25,000; and 
then we have the betting duty, which gave 
us £17,300 more than last year—and beer. 
Once upon a time beer duty . with its 
millions was one of the giants of the Ex- 
chequer; that was, before it became stricken 
with a wasting disease—the declining con- 
sumption that has sapped its strength and 
made it so pathetic a figure in latter Budgets. 
But this year it has bucked up with the 
rest; in the improving circumstances of our 
country it has taken on a new strength, it 
has overcome its old disability, it has begun 
to expand. Last year it was better than the 
previous year, and this year at £2,720,000 
it was better even than last. In fact, it 
exceeded the estimate by over £270,000 and 
the yield for 1931-32 by £172,000. 
if, as we are told, the country is in 
the trough of an economic depression, if 
there is truth in the statement that con- 
ditions here are the worst in Europe, is 
it not strange that so many more people 
should be spending so much more money 
on motor cars, petrol, tea, beer, betting 
and amusements generally—so very 
strange, indeed, as to require no other 
comme:t:. 


THE DEBT POSITION.

“A MISLEADING 
COMPARISON,” 


It is desirable that I should refer now to 
the debt position. 

A memorandum issued recently laid great 
stress on that aspect of our public finance. 
Let me say at once that 1 welcome any 
manifestation of interest in the finances of 
the State, and that 1 am grateful to those 
who took the trouble to prepare that state- 
ment. It is a pity, however, that by taking 
the year 1930-31 as the basis for comparison 
their labours have been rendered less valu- 
able than they might have been. It is hard, 
indeed, to conceive why that particular year 
should be chosen for comparison with 1935-34. 
In 1931-32 world conditions in general, as 
well as conditions here, more nearly resembled 
those now prevailing than did the conditions 
of 1930-31. 

If the real purpose of the memorandum 
was to compare our record as administrators 
with that of our predecessors, then we should 


remember that they did not relin- 
quish office until the 9th March, 
1952, when the financial year had 


but three weeks to run. From a financial 
point of view, that year closed as they had 
planned it: expenditure during it was all in- 
curred in the execution of their policy; the 
revenue for it was collected through the taxes 
imposed by them. Moreover, comparisons 
between this year and that year would have 
been facilitated by the fact that in my Budget 
statement for the year 1932-33 I dealt very 
fully with the general financial position of the 
State, as it stood at the close of our prede- 
cessors’ Jast year of office. 


FIGURES QUESTIONED. 

I think also that I ought to question the 
manner in which some of the figures are pre- 
sented. For instance, we are given, on the 
one hand, figures for the capital liabilities 
of the State in 1931, and these figures do not 
include any allowance for the borrowings of 
local authorities ; and then, on the other, we 
get an estimate for what is described as the 
total public debt, in which is incorporated an 
estimate of the borrowings of local authorities 
up to and including the year 1933-34 

These two figures are set side by side in the 
statement in such a way that, though, in fact, 
they are not comparable, uninformed persons 
reading the memorandum would almost 
inevitably weigh the one against the other. 
The fact is that the only official figures for 
the local debts available relate to 1930-31, 
when in the aggregate they amounted to 
£17,140,236. 

It would have been more natural to add 
this figure to the National Debt figure for 
that year and to have put forward the com- 
posite figure of £46,453,538, in relation to it, 
rather than have guessed at a figure for 
1935-54, thereby instituting—even though un- 
wittingly—a misleading comparison. As I 
have referred to the question of local debts, it 
may be advisable to point out that of the 
total capital habilities of the local authorities 
fully £11,500,000 is due to the Local Loans 
Fund, and is fully secured on earning assets 
and real estate; so that if the figure for 


"7930-31 were adjusted accordingly :t would be 


just under £35,000,000. 
WHEN HE TOOK OFFICE. 


To return now to the year 1931-32. When 
this Government took office on the 9th 
March, 1932, the direct liabilities of 
the State as handed down by our 
predecessors amounted to £38,687,4609, the 
contingent liabilities to £25,369,909, and the 
capital value of the payments which they had 
been’ making on foot of the secret agreement 
of 1923 to £92,565,000, Against the direct 
and indirect habilities, which together 
amounted to £64,057,378, there were assets 
that might have been valued at £16,312,4988— 
if we took an optimistic view of some items. 
We might also have set certain other assets 
valued at £25,250,000 against the payments 
under the secret agreement. There was as 
well one other liability which, as at that time 
its extent had not been ascertained, I was 
unable to include in the statement for the 
vear ended 1931-32. I refer. to the loss 
incurred on the working of the Dairy Dis- 
posals Board to the 3lst December, 1931. 
Amounting to £112,000, it was wiped out by 
us in March, 1933, a supplementary estimate 
being introduced for the purpose. If it had 
heen included in the total of our direct 
liabilities at the 3lst March, 1932, the corre- 
sponding figure would have been £38,799,000. 


THE BURDEN, 

The net result was that, in the cireum- 
stances as they existed when we came into 
office, the citizens of this State were bearing 
a burden equivalent to a National Debt of 
over £415,000,000. 

What is the present position of the items 
constituting the direct liability of £38,799,000, 
to which I have referred; or rather what 
was the position at the close of the financial 
year on the 3lst March last? I may say that 
the position at to-day’s date is more favour- 
able to us. There were outstanding at the

CONTRIBUTION TO G.S.R. 


It will be noted that no reference is made 
to the sum of £179,400 which figured in my 
1932 statement as a debt owing by the Great 
Southern Railways. Under the provision of 
the Railways Act of last year that sum has 
heen remitted by the Government as a con- 
tribution to assist the re-organisation of the 
railways.. It has, therefore, been omitted 
from the list; but otherwise all the items | 
have mentioned, both on the debit and credit 
side, are fairly comparable with the statement 
of direct liabilities and off-setting assets which 
I made to the House in the financial state- 
ment for the year 1932-33. Accordingly, at 
this stage we are justified in comparing the 


31st March, 1932, and 1934, respectively. 


POSITION IN MARCH, 19382. 


Taking 3lst March, 1932, first, at that 
date the State's direct liabilities amounted to 
£38,799,00C, and its off-setting assets to 
£16,312,000, so that there remained a nett 
total of public debt, uncovered by off-setting 
assets, amounting to £22,487,000. That was 
the position as we found it on taking office 
m March, 1932. 

Now take the position at the 3ist 
March last. Our direct liabilities then 
stood at £44,523,000, our off-setting 
assets at £27,495,649, and our nett direct 
public debt, after allowing for these 
assets,- at £17,027,000—a reduction of 
£5,460,000 in two years. 

Having said that,, however, I must also 
point ont that owing to the provisions of the 
Land Act of 1933 the Exchequer has assumed 
responsibility for half the cost of all land pur 
ehase transactions carried out under the Land 
Act of 1923, and subsequent Acts. The effect 
is, of course, to saddle the Exchequer with a 
capital obligation amounting now to 
£11.546,749, but ultimately expanding, when 
land purchase is completed, to £17,000,000 
We may, however, set against, this the pre- 
1923 annuities as reduced, which, with their 
funded arrears, may be conservatively valued 
at £27,000,000, after allowing for the cost of 
eollection and administration. Incidentally, 
of course, it may be noted that, since we 
have assumed direct liability for half the ser- 
vice of the Land: Bonds, our contingent 
ng liability in regard to these has been 


reduced to £11,100,000. 


THE FOURTH NATIONAL 
LOAN. 


I have mentioned the Fourth National 
Ioan. I propose now to make some refer- 
ences to that issue. The lists for it were 
opened to public subscription on December 
4th and closed on December 12th. The issue 
terms were much more favourable to the 
Saorstat Government than those of any pre- 
ceding issue, being, from Exchequer’s point 
of view, no less than £1 4s.

That com- 
pany, having lost virtually all its capital, 
went into voluntary liquidation last year. Its 
shares had long been valueless. We faced 
that fact and wrote them off accordingly. 
Savings Certificates were first issued in 


June, 1923. They are an easy way of borrow- 
ing money and of leaving it, if one chooses, 
to one’s successors, not merely to find the 
principal originally borrowed, but the accumu- 
lated interest thereon as well. When we came 
into office that was one of the legacies which 
was left to us, an accumulation of years of 
issues of Savings Certificates with interest un- 
provided for to the extent of almost £500,900. 
It was a grave situation to have to meet in 
a year in which, on account of the ordinary 
Public Services, the Revenue was showing a 
heavy deficiency. Some people may think 
that, as the position was not of our creation, 
we could have put the matter on the long 
finger, and have left the future, as it had 
been left to us, to take care of itself. It 
would have been so easy, but also so detfi-. 
mental to the credit of the State, and so 
grave a source of embarrassment should any 
uneasiness as to the public finances be 
aroused among the thrifty by reckless state- 
ments, such as that with which | am now 
dealing. 


in the years 1932-33 and 1933-34 we pro- 
vided over £864,000 to cover the full 
amount of the accrued interest on the 
Savings Certificates. 

It will be remembered that during 1926 and 
subsequent years our predecessors purchased 
certain creamery concerns.

Fortunately, severe wind storms seldom 
occur in Ireland, although in January, 
1920, the wind blew with a speed of 110 
miles an hour at Quilty, in County Clare, 
and on several occasions on the West Clare 
Railway, trains have been blown off the 
tracks. 

The instrument which records wind 
velocities at Quilty, is equipped with an 
electric alarm bell, and when the wind 
blows at 65 miles an hour, the bell rings 
as a warning that trains have to be 
specially ballasted to resist the wind. 
When the gale attains a speed of 85 miles 
an hour, a second bell rings, and then 
all rail traffic is suspended until the storm 
abates. 


Hawthorn. 


I have never been able to find a satis- 
factory explanation for the prevailing 
superstition in country districts that it 1s 
unlucky to bring branches of the 
hawthorn, or may-blossom, into a dwelling- 
house. Perhaps, the old tradition to the 
effect that the “Crown of Thorns” was 
made of hawthorn may have something to 
do with the belief. It is also probable 
that the legendary association of the plant 
with fairies may have caused the plucking 
of its blossoms to be regarded as not con- 
ducive to good fortune. In some parts ol 
England it is still the practice to decorate 
the doors and windows of houses with 
may-blossom, and country girls h.ve been 
known to bathe their faces in the dew 
shaken from the pink hawthorn in the 
belief that this treatment will improve 
their complexions. It is a pretty custom, 
and probably quite as effective as many ot 
the expensive courses prescribed by beauty 
specialists. Near Dublin the other day I 
noticed that the white blossoms of the 
hawthorn were already beginning to appear 
on the wayside hedges. They do not last 
for long; but their beauty and fragrance, 
especially after a shower, is one of the 
most delightful experiences that nature 
has to offer.

Mr. Falkner may have been right in saying 
that the Costa aria, “I will extol thee,” 
did not provide much scope for interpretation, 
but as a test of vocalism it was one of the 
most exacting one remembers in this class for 
years, and the surprising thing was that over 
thirty sopranos had a try at it. 


TEACHERS CRITICISED., 


In the Scots Hall in the morning there was 
a fine competition for the Children’s Vocal 
Trios, and though the singing generally was 
good, the competition gave Mr. Roy Hender- 
son opportunity to have a word about the 
teaching of singing. In his view teachers in 
schools did not know really how to teach 
voice production properly. There were only 
a few people in these countries who knew 
anything about it worth while. Only those 
who had been through the mill and had them- 
selves done some singing could really under- 
stand and teach voice production properly. 
There were, in his opinion; more bad teachers 
of singing than there were bad teaehers of 
anything else. He thought that a pity—he 
believed everybody should learn to produce 
their voices properly. If they did that there 
would be less suffering from ‘‘ sore throat.” 

There was some splendid playing in the 
viola class, though only three of the entrants 
presented themselves, but, as Mr. Cundell 
said, these were three excellent viola players.

Her bow usually travelled three- 
quarters across the strings, so that her 
playing always had a slight crescendo at the 
beginning of each note, imparting an inde- 
cision which killed the life of the piece. Her 
intonation was a little questionable. Her 
faults, however, were not pernicious, but 
technical.

PROTESTANT 
ORPHAN SOCIETY. 


ORGANISATION WITH 
EMOTIONAL APPEAL. 


—— 


The Archbishop of Dublin presided at the 
annual meeting of the Protestant Orphan 
Society, held yesterday in the Boardroom of 
the Hibernian Church Missionary Society, 
Dublin. i : 

The 105th annual report stated that the 
number of the orphans on the roll showed 
little change in the last two years. The pay- 
ment for maintenance and support of orphans 
amounted to £4,143, which was about £5 more 
than in 1932 and £460 more than in 1931, 
owing to the policy of increased grants. It 
was greatly feared that, unless further support 
was forthcoming, and the Society’s collections, 
subscriptions and donations improved, the 
Committee would be reluctantly compelled to 
reduce all grants. 

Dr. Gregg said that he did not think there 
was any organisation that made a greater 
emotional appeal to their people than the 
Protestant Orphan Society. It must be a 
great source of happiness to many to think 
that such a society would look after the 
welfare of their dependants. 

In proposing the adoption of the report and 
accounts, Dr. R. J. Rowlette, T.D., said that 
when the Society was founded, over a century 
ago, there were very few charitable organisa- 
tions in existence. Now the Government did 
much to relieve public distress, and would, 
he hoped, do more in the future.

BRITISH ATTITUDE TO 
LOTTERIES. 


The motion—‘‘ That this House approves 
the attitude of the British Government 
towards lotteries ’’—was debated at a meet- 
ing of the College Historical Society, in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trimty Col- 
lege, Dublin, last night, the Rev. E. Savell 
Hicks, M.A., presiding. 

Mr. J. G. McClintoch, opening the debate 
in the affirmative, said that since the War 
there had been a very great rise in gambling 
in England, which would seem to warrant 
drastic action. 

Mr. R. J. O'Neill, who spoke in the nega- 
tive, said that the attitude of the British 
Government towards lotteries was a remnant 
of Puritanism, and was opposed by the very 
large majority of the people of England to- 
day. It seemed to him that the real reason 
of the attitude of the British Government 
towards lotteries was the position which the 
Irish sweepstakes had obtained in England. 

Other speakers followed, and the motion 
was carried by 8 votes against 7.

THE REVENUE SIDE, 


Turning now to the Revenue side, we find 
that the existing taxes will yield £23,282.000, 
to which there is to be added Non-Tax 
Revenue amounting to £5,301.000, so that we 
get £28,583,000. -We shall, however, secure 
a little more than that by reason of minor 
anges which we propose to make in the 
existing Revenue laws, to which I will now 
refer. 

In order to simplify the administration of 
the existing tariffs, and to facilitate both 
the Customs authorities and traders in 
general, four resolutions will be introduced

taken of this to claim exemption in respect of 
parts and trailers which are said to be for 
steain-driven lorries, but which, in fact, are 
indistinguishable from motor parts and 
trailers. The resolution will contain certain 
exemption provisions. It is difficult to com- 
pute the nett financial effect of all the changes 
which I have mentioned, but I am advised 
that the Exchequer may expect to benefit by 
about £150,000. 


FURNITURE AND MUSICAL 
INSTRUMENTS. 


The existing duties on such articles as 
furniture and musical instruments has occa- 
sionally prevented the entry into the country 
of antique articles of great value and cul- 
tural importance, the importation of which 
should not—in the public interest—be im- 
peded. We propose to remedy this, and, 
accordingly, a resolution will be introduced 
to exempt henceforth from Customs Duty 
articles which are over 100 years old. 

There will be a resolution to remove an 
anomaly in the income tax code whereby the 
owner-occupier of certain classes of buildings 
receives, for income tax purposes, a repairs 
allowance on the double. As a consequence, 
the Exchequer will probably receive about 
£24,000. We shall also have a resolution 
withdrawing from bequests for charitable 
purposes expended outside Ireland the exemp- 
tion from legacy duty which at present 
operates. 

There will be other resolutions which are 
necessary to secure the death duties against 
evasion, and a resolution which will provide 
that, in the case of salaries, etc., from which 
deduction was made last year under the Public 
Services (Temporary Economies) Act, 1933, 
the assessment to income tax in the current 
year will be on the basis of the full salary 
before deduction. 

When the present Administration first took 
office the position of the native concerns 
engaged in tobacco manufacture was such 
that it was not considered advisable to im- 
pose the full burden of the increased tobacco 
duty upon them, and accordingly a rebate of 
7d. per lb. was granted to such firms as ful- 
filled certain prescribed conditions. Since 
then, however, the position has materially 
improved, and such of the undertakings as 
have been directed with energy and enter- 
prise are now in a much stronger position. 
In these circumstances it is felt that the full 
rebate is no longer justifiable. It has been 
decided, therefore, to reduce it to 35d. per 
ib., and to save about £35,000 to the 
Exchequer. 

As a result of all the changes which | 
have indicated, we expect that the total 
revenue for the year will amount to 
£28,792,000. 


DIFFERENCE OF £6,010,000. 


We have now the two fundamental figures 
required to construct our Budget: the differ- 
ence between them 1s £6,010,000, and: the 
problem is to reconcile that difference with 
the greatest possible advantage to everyone. 

Several interesting speculations as to how 
this may be done have appeared in the Press. 
It has been commonly stated, for instance, 
that the task will be easier because, as a 
result of the settlement of the primary 
teachers’ pensions issue, the Exchequer has 
received a windfall in the shape of the 
Teachers’ Pensions Fund, The Exchequer has 
not received a windfall as a result of that 
settlement. On the contrary, in order to 
secure the teachers in their pensions it has 
had to accept an increased and increasing 
obligation, and, as to using the Fund to 
defray administrative expenditure and to 
halance the Budget, the Minister for Educa- 
tion and myself have already given categorical 
assurances on that point to the Dail. The 
assets of this Fund are not going to be dis- 
sipated; they will be carefully maintained and 
conserved to meet some part, at any rate, of 
the growing burden to which I have referred. 
The House may, therefore, eliminate the 
Teachers’ Pensions Fund as a factor in the 
problem. We are not going to touch it. 


CASE OF THE SMALL 
BOY. 

It would be too early yet to say the same 
in regard to the other hints and tips which 
certain public-spirited citizens have been good 
enough to supply. Unfortunately, most of 
these were rather lop-sided variations on the 
theme, “tax everyone but me.” Many of 
them would remind one of the small boy 
who, when asked to compassionate a delin- 
brother on the results of an interview 
their parent had been not only 

painfully energetic, remarked 
rather callously that he himself could bear 
twice as much more—in exactly the same 
place. “That, I think, must have been the 
attitude of the gentleman, evidently a non 
smoker, who wrote suggesting that I should 
double the duty on tobacco. He said this 
would be a very popular measure. I myseli 
also thought it would be—with our friends 
in the Opposition. 

However, before dealing with the taxation 
aspect of the problem, I should like the 
House to consider for a moment a few ol 
the items in the expenditure accoun& There 
is first of all the amount of £110,750 re- 
quired for the payment of compensation ‘n 
respect of property injured or destroyed by 
warlike action during the period 1916-1925— 
that is, part of the cost of the struggle for 
independence. Our predecessors borrowed 
every vear to meet this item, as we had 
intended to do last year and the year before. 
We propose again to do that if necessary. 


INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL 
PLANT, 


Then there is the sum of £102,000 required 
for the erection of the industrial alcohol 
plant, clearly a capital expenditure which 
may be legitimately borrowed for. 

Included in the estimate for the Central 
Fund there is the sum of £1,000,000 for the 
repayment of the Dail Eireann External 
Loan, an old-standing and honourable obliga-

tion contracted by the First Dail, and since 


assumed inevitably by the successors thereof. 
It ought to have been discharged years ago, 
and clearly it also should be borrowed for. 

Last year we felt justified in proposing to 
borrow one-half of the cost of the export 
bounties and subsidies against the security 
of the funded land annuity arrears whicit 
had accumulated in respect. of three. gales 
in the years 1932 and 1933. “Owing, however, 
to the wnexpected inflow of re 
venue, borrowing this purpose 
has been obviated until now, go 
the funded arrears account remains 
unencumbered. In view of this, it is felt 
that this year we might properly charge 
against it something more than was proposed 
last year. I agree with that view, and 
accordingly intend that only one-third of 
the £2.250,000 required for the payment of 
‘export bounties and subsidies shall be met by 
taxation.

THREE GALES. 


The House will recollect that, as well as the 
funded arrears, to which I have referred, that 
is, of Land Annuities which were due in re- 
spect of three of the gales of 1952 and 1935, 
and against which nothing new was deducted 
from the agricultural grants payable to local 
authorities, the outstanding accumulated 
arrears of the three half-years preceding 
Jane, 1932, were also funded. It is difficult 
to determine exactly what such arrears now 
amount to, but they may be taken not to ex- 
ceed £500,000. Our predecessors, in respect 
of them, withheld during the years in which 
they arose corresponding sums from the local 
grants. As already announced by the 
Minister for Local Government. and Public 
Health, in order to release £300,000 of this 
money for the benefit of the loca] authorities, 
it has been decided to advance that amount 
to the Guarantee Fund. As this advance will 
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£3,012,750. 
LOCAL LOANS FUND. 


There is left one other provision which re- 
quires special consideration—the £4,200,000 
for the local Loans Fund. It has been one 
of my hopes that I might be permitted to 
establish the practice of devoting every year 
some share of the tax revenue to the pur- 
poses of the Local Loans Fund. For this 
reason: ours is a comparatively undeveloped 
country, wonderfully rich in natural beauty, 
but otherwise unkempt and uncared for. 

Our sea-shores, with their fine beaches, are 
too frequently disfigured by atrocious tin 
shacks, and litter and rubbish of all kinds, 
where a little care and planned attention 
might make them places of wonderful delight. 
Our mountain el, w are often impassable for 
vehicle or wayfarer. Along the countryside 
we have weeds where in many places we 
might almost as easily have flowers. 

Our towns are without design and 
almost without ornament; they have few 
agreeable buildings, few public gardens, 
few spacious streets or delightful squares, 
few of the amenities which elsewhere lend 
so much grace and charm toa life. 

Though their social value is unquestionably 
great, it is not possible to assess the mate- 
rial return which accrues from such posses- 
sions. Possibly, it is for this reason that 
our local pidliuitios seem to be slow to 
undertake the provision of them, even though 
that would be one of the most agreeable ways 
of giving employment. 


CHANGE ALL THIS. 


If we could only change all this, and if 
our public bodies and public-spirited citizens 
could be induced to consider schemes of local 
improvement and beautification, it would be 
well worth while to set aside something 
every year in the Local Loans Fund, to be 
advanced for such works upon particularly 
favourable terms, until the fund for this pur- 
pose became self-supporting and a substantial 
sum was being spent every year in making 
our country more and more charming, more 
and more beautiful still. I have hopes that 
this may not be altogether a dream, and 
that with the enactment of the Town Plan- 
ning Act, and as one of the results of an 
investigation to which I shall refer later, we 
may yet see something done to realise it. 

Meanwhile, however, I find that the Local 
Loans Fund is being used mainly to finance 
housing schemes, public health works and 
drainage schemes, to all of which we are 
already making very substantial contribu- 
tions by way of free grants through the 
medium of the votes for local government 
and public health, for public works and for 
relief schemes. I feel that in the present 
year it would be inequitable to ask the tax- 
payer to do more; and, therefore, for tlie 
purposes of the Local Loans Fund, to make 
all such advances therefrom as will be re- 
payable by the local authorities, I propose 
this year to borrow, which disposes of a 
further £4,200,000. I think 1 may say at this 
stage that it will not be necessary to adopt 
my correspondent’s suggestion and double the 
duty on tobacco—or even to increase the in- 
come tax. 

On the contrary, over and above all our 
administrative expenditure, we shall have 
the substantial surplus of more than 
£1,202,000 to dispose of. That is a 
pleasanter task than has fallen to my lot 
for the past two years.

PENSIONS SCHEME. 


In considering how we shall allocate the 
surplus our thoughts naturally turn first of 
all to a great measure of social amelioration 
which, when in Opposition, we, in conjunction 
with our friends of the Labour Party, pressed 
the then Government to undertake. I refer 
to the provision of pensions for widows and 
orphans. ‘That matter has been under careful 
and constant consideration since the report 
of the Committee set up to inquire into it 
came to hand. It has been exceedingly difficult 
to prepare a practicable and satisfactory 
proposal. 

The difficulties, however, have now been 
overcome, in fact the administrative details 
of the scheme are being worked out by the 
Departments concerned. As soon as these 
have been finally settled, legislation will be 
introduced, and, it is hoped, will be passed 
by the Oireachtas with the greatest possible 
expedition, so as to allow the scheme to come 
into operation for the latter half of the year. 


! The proposal will cost about £400,000 in a 


full year and about £250,000 in this, and the 
latter. sum is being set aside accordingly. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 
ASSISTANCE. 


I have already referred to the fact that‘ 


this years supply estimate provides 
£1,186,000 for the purpose of Unemployment 
Assistance and Insurance Acts. The Acts in 
question represent, the workers’ ultimate safe- 
guard against destitution, but they by no 
means represent the Government's policy in 
regard to the unemployed members of the 
community. On the contrary, for it is the 
aim and purpose of the Government, to provide 
work for the workless rather than main- 
tenance, and where this can effectively be done 
through the agencies at our disposal we pro- 
pose immediately to do it. 

Unfortunately, the capacity of such 
machinery as exists to deal with the problem 
is limited. On the other hand, the creation of 
a more flexible and more effective organisation 
for the purpose entails a good deal of pre- 
liminary investigation as to the nature and 
distribution of the unemployment and the very 
careful analysis and collation of a large 
number of factors that in this country have 
not previously been brought under review, 
I hope to deal with that aspect of the matter 
when an opportunity offers on a motion which 
has already been under consideration by the 
Houre. 

In the meantime we have already included 
in the published Estimates for the year the 
sum of £350,000 for Relief Works; we propose 
to add to that an additional £150,000, mak- 
ing £500.000 in all> with which our existing 
organisations represents the utmost amount 
that could be spent within the twelve months 


upon such works to secute therefrom an 
adequate social return 
With the £1,186,000, therefore, which 


we ara providing for Unemployment 
Assistance, we shal! devote this year the 
sum of almost £1,700,000 to the assistance 
and relief of the Unemployed. 

In addition to this, we are providing for 
Housing purposes the sum of £4,500,000, 
which in itself is a huge contribution to what 
I may describe as the short-term solution of 
the unemployment problem. 


RELIEF WORKS, 


T should like to make some further reference 
to this question. As I have just said, our 
efforts to deal with it have been gravely 
handicapped by the lack of an adequate 
organisation to plan and supervise the execu- 
tion of large scale relief works, to determine 
to what extent such works are necessary, 
and to decide what kind they shall be. When 
we came into office we found that little or 
no consideration had ever been given to the 
matter, so that we had at least twenty years’ 
leeway of thought and experience to make 
up. In our first years, therefore, schemes 
and organisations had to be hurriedly im- 
provised to carry on until such time as we 
should get the Unemployment Assistance Act 
on the Statute Book, and should have an 
opportunity of fully considering the whole 
problem. 

We have already made certain considerable 
advances in attacking it upon practical lines. 
Thanks to the efforts of the Parliamentary 
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‘and a remission of £562,000. 


| set up to co-ordinate and execute such works 


on the limited scale on which hitherto it has 
been possible to undertake them. 

In this way last year we were able to spend 
almost the whole £500,000 in providing work, 
and secured a fair social return for it. That 
may be taken to represent a fair beginning, 
but it is by no means a solution to the 
problem—at any rate, we do not regard it as 
such. It is our purpose to replace as large a 
portion as possible of the present expenditure 
on unemployment maintenance by expendi- 
ture on socially remunerative wofk. 


COMMITTEE SET UP. 


Accordingly, following the essential pre- 
liminary investigations and inquiries which 
have been going on for some time past, a 
committee has been set up, under the chair- 
manship of the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Finance, to consider the 
whole problem, with the following terms of 
reference :'— 

To consider the extent to which it is 
practicable to devise a scheme of useful 
and desirable public works, with a view 
to reducing expenditure on unemploy- 
ment assistance to a minimum, and to 
report upon the nature and extent of 
such works, the steps to be taken to 
initiate them, the best method of financ- 
ing them, and the organisation to be set 
up to carry them out. 

From the preliminary surveys to which I 
have referred, it is apparent that it may be 
necessary to take further legislative action to 
enable us to deal adequately with the 
problem, I can promise, on behalf of the 
Government, that the Dail will be asked for 
all such powers as may be necessary. As a 
result of the introduction of the scheme for 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions this year, and 
the further provision which we are now 
making for relief works, it will be possible to 
reduce the amount required for unemploy- 
ment maintenance by £75,000. I have 
already pointed out that fact, and have indi- 
cated that credit for this amount has been 
taken in preparing the Budget. 


HOUSING IN THE 
GAELTACHT. 


The provision of proper houses in the 
Gaeltacht has been engaging the attention of 
the Government, and a measure making 
further provision for dealing with this aspect 
of the housing problem will shortly be intro- 
duced by the Minister for Lands. For the 
consequent expenditure in the balance of this 
financial year 1 am ear-marking £80,000, of 
which £60,000 will be given by way of free 
grants—and will, therefore, have to be pro- 
vided out of the revenue surplus; the re- 
mainder, being for housing loans, will, of 
course, be borrowed, 


PENSIONS FOR EX-L.R.A. 
MEN, 
One of the things which, since the Civil 
War, has occasioned great resentment and ill- 
feeling in the country is the manner in which 


our predecessors dealt with the soldiers of the 
Irish Republican Army, who failed to support 


livelihood, They have been left in some cases 
in almost absolute destitution. That this should 
be is a stain upon our good name as a nation, 
which ill accords with ‘the reputation for 
ehilvalry and. generosity which we ascribe 
to ourselves, and which, doubtless, we enjoy 
and deserve, 

1 am sure, therefore, that the decision of 
the Government in this matter will meet 
with whole-hearted approval, and that there 
there will be a generous welcome for the 
announcement that the Government proposes 
to introduce ‘this year a measure to provide 
pensions for former members of the Irish 


‘Republican Army who fought for the main- 


tenance of the republic. For that purpose 
we are setting aside, out of the surplus, the 
sum of £180,000. ‘The total cost of these 
additional provisions.and new services will 
be £640,000, and we shall then have left the 
sum of ££562,750. 

The disposil of the remainder of the 
surplus is a matter which requires grave 
consideration. We have provided for relief 
works, for housing, for widows and orphans 
pensions, for unemployment maintenance, for 
old age pensions, for everything in fact that 
could be done this year uo raise our social 
services to a standard fairly comparable 
with our neighbours. Now that this has 
been done, now that the public finances have 
been put on a sound basis, now that for two 
years in successio) our administrative 
Budget has shown a considerable surplus, 1 
am satisfied that a substantial remission of 
taxation may safely be made, and made in 
the certainty that we shall not be passing on 
to our successors any part of the burden that 
properly should be borne by us. 

Accordingly, I propose to devote to that 
purpose the whole of the surplus remaining, 
and to allocate it as follows :— 


TEA DUTY REDUCED. 


There will be a reduction of 4d. per Ib. 
in the duty on tea, which, in order to allow 
for the clearance of existing stocks in the 
hands of retailers and cthers, will come into 
force as from the Ist of July—in the: present 
year this will cost the Revenue £290,000, 


SIXPENCE OFF INCOME 
TAX. 


Income tax will be reduced to 4s. 6d. 
in the £, which will cost £250,000 in the 
present year. 

The rebate, which, in accordance with the 
statements made by the Minister for Agri- 
culture early last February, was to be given 
this year on home-grown tobacco will be 
increased by a furth«r 2a. per 1b., and for 
this we shall have to allow an additional 
£9.000. 

The last morsel goes to provide for the 
exemption from entertainment tax of all out- 
door athletic sports. The total cost of these 
remissions 1s £560,000, so that we are left 
looking pleasantly forward to the 3lst of 
March next with the extremly modest surplus 
of £2,750. 

Last year I had the hardihood to say that 
we were able to look forward to this year in 
the confident hope of better things. This 
year I think we may all congratulate our- 
selves that our hope has been realised.

POLICE AND PERFORMANCE OF

FOLLOM ING his Budget speech in the Dail yesterday, Mr. MacEntee, 

the Minister for Finance, proposed a number of financial resolutions, 
including those dealing with Customs duties, in the discussion of which 
Mr. Cosgrave and other members of the Opposition severely criticised the 


Budget statement. 


Afterwards, when the estimates for the Ministry of Justice were intro- 
duced, the Opposition drew attention to the failure of justice in several 
instances of late, and suggested that some influence was being brought to 
bear on the police to hamper them in the performance of their duties. 


The Attorney-General, in his reply, denied that there had been any 
interference with the Guards, and said that, wherever the evidence justi- 
fied it, action was taken in the Courts. 


At a later stage Mr. Ruttledge, the Minister for Justice, replied, and 
asserted that the Government was doing all that it could to preserve order 


in the country, sometimes in difficult circumstances. 


He, too, denied that 


there was any interference with the Guards in the performance of their 


duty.

Mr. W. 1. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork) said 


that the Minister’s statement might be divided 


into two parts, and so far he had not been | 
able to disentangle them sufficiently to see | 


which of the two was the more remarkable— 
the Budget or the political question, and he 
had a very strong suspicion that the pohtical 
question was the one predominating in the 
whole statement. They had heard a résumé 
of the case for the retention of the land 
annuities, and they had a reference to what 
was called the Secret Agreement. He had 
already stated in the House and through the 
country that anything which affected the 
country in connection with that agreement 
was made public in the Dail. The Dail knew 
what it was doing, and, if it did not know, 
it was told. It was only a person of remark- 
able stupidity who would be unable to 
appreciate that there was in that agreement 
anvthing that would affect the country. 
They were told that the ‘State had got rid 
of a debt of something like £92,000,000. It 
was quite true that the State had got rid of 
it, but it had been put on the shoulders of 
somebody else. The people were paying, 
and the goods of the country were taxed to 
ensure this. When showing that the State 
had cot rid of the liability of £92,000,000 the 
Minister should have put down who had got 
to shoulder it. Perhaps the Minister would 
give soine information as to any negotiations 
they had had during the past two years in 
connection with a settlement of this matter. 


THE BIGGEST BUDGET. 

The Budget, he continued, was the largest 
they had yet had. The estimate of receipts 
and expenditure for the last two years had 
not been close approximations to the results. 
Thev had received, according to the Minister, 
much more money than they anticipated, and 
the Minister spent much less than he 
estimated for, According to the White 
Paper they had not spent £1,750,000 of what 
was asked for by the Government and 
voted by the House. The net result of the 
whole thing was that they were presented 
with new imposts amounting to £200,009, 
The net result 
was twat the taxpayer was better off after 
this remarkable Budget to the extent of 
about £360,000. 

They had been told by the Minister last 
year that he proposed to borrow half the 
cost. of the bounties, which were estimated at 
£2 240,000, whilst they only cost £18,012. 
In the course of the present year the Minister 
proposed to borrow three-fourths of a sum of 
£2.225.000. The Government did not own the 
money, but it imposed a debt on the Land 
Commission annuitants. 


BURDEN ON THE PEOPLE. 

The Minister for Finance had not men- 
tioned that when he took up office he was 
handed over a considerable sum from land 
annuities and from the Exchequer, and that 
he used for his own purposes the proceeds of 
estimates reckoned to produce about two 
millions. In his opinion, the Budget was 
putting too great a burden on the com- 
munity; the present condition of the main 
industry, agriculture, would not bear such 
heavy expenditure. Some extra consideration 
should have been given to the needs of the 
farming community. 

Did the Minister really mean to spend two 
and a quarter millions on export subsidies and 
bounties this year, or was that suggestion 
merely made as an inducement to the farmers 
to smile on the Budget? The proposal to 
borrow against deferred annuities was not 
sound finance, and it would have been better 
to have utilised last year’s surplus instead, 


Bo long as the Government had the idea that 


J 


they could escape debt by putting it on to 
other people's shoulders, so long would they 
have huge Budgets such as this, and so long 
would there be instability in the State. 

Mr. F. MacDERMOT (U.].. Roscommon) 
said that the Mi£nister’s statement might 
have certain merits as party propaganda, but 
it had not the merit of lucidity. Last year, 
when the Minister had a surplus of 
£1.141.000. he (the Minister) said that the 


verv best Treasury practice was to devote a 


surplus. to the reduction of debt. How had 
he carried that principle into effect this 
vear? <A second figure to which the Minister 
had alluded was an estimated. surplus of 


£1,202.000, but. in spite of the references to 
surpluses, a deficit was mentioned on one 
page of the monumental speech to which thev 
had just listened, That gave an actual 
deficit on the vear of over six millions, but. 
a few pages later, that deficit was converted 
into a surplus by the simple announcement 
of enormous Jorrowing. Some form of 
jugglery must have been practised to bring 
about such a change. The Minister was pro- 
posing to borrow over seven million pounds 
largely on the strength of his belief in the 
fundamental soundness. of the agricultural 
industry, because he was going to borrow 
against the hope of collecting land annuities 
and Jocal loans, and on the expectation that 
the ratepayers would be able in due course 
to meet the obligations thus created. 

“I welcome the reduction of 6d. in the 
income tax,” continued Mr. MacDermot, 
“but, I cannot help feeling there is a relief 
which ought to come before that even. That 
is the relief of the farmers, who, by reason 
of the Government policy, have been pre- 
vented from earning any income at all, If 
the Government have got a real surplus, and 
not one arrived at by jugglery, 1t would 
have been mor: creditable to have done 
something to re-establish the fundamental in- 
dustry of the country.

A decision of the greatest importance to 
British shipping interests was given by 
Mr. Justice Eve on Tuesday in the 
Chancery Division. He delivered judg- 
ment on a motion by the Internationa! 
Mercantile Marine Company of America 
for an interim injunction to prevent the 
new Cunard-White Star merger from being 
carried through, and he refused the appli- 
cation. In effect, this means that British 
hopes of winning back supremacy in the 
North Atlantic have a very good chance ot 
maturing, and that a great scheme for 
combating unemployment is now out of 
danger. The merger was entered upon last 
December at the instigation of the British 
Treasury, which was anxious to combat the 
in British shipping. 
By it the Cunard Company and the Oceanic 
Steam Navigation Company amalgamated, 
and the British Government agreed to 
advance three million pounds to help in 
the completion of the big liner, No. 534.

PREFERENCES CANCELLED. 


New Customs duties are imposed on 
boots, shoes and slippers. All preferential 
rates of duty are cancelled. Second-hand 
boots now have to bear a duty of a shilling 


a ng 

The rate of duty on boots, shoes, 
slippers, goloshes, sandals and clogs with 
leather or skin uppers, excluding those 
intended for infants or made of rubber, 
is 50 per cent. ad valorem. Where the 
‘“uppers’’ are not made of leather the 
duty is 20 per cent. 

On rubber boots the duty is 4s. a pair 
where length from heel to toe is more 
than nine inches. On the smaller sizes 
a ls. 6d. a pair duty is chargeable. 


SECONDHAND BOOTS. 


The duty on second-hand boots and 
shoes is now imposed for the first time. 
It is not imposed on those worn by the 
importer or the members of his family. 
That is to say, a man and his wife and 
children may come in off the cross- 
Channel boats with boots on and have no 
fear of a tax. They may also bring in 
their spare footwear. 

Hitherto the rates of duty on articles 
of personal clothing and wearing apparel 
varied according to the materials of which 
they were made, and also according as 
they were to be used by men and boys or 
by women and girls. The rates of duty 
have now been simplified and consoli- 


dated for the purposes of Customs 
administration, Preferential rates are 
cancelled. 


Second-hand clothing, on which no duty 
was chargeable up to the present, will in 
future bear a minimum charge of ls. per 
article. 

The millinery duty has been raised 
from 15 per cent. to 25 per cent. ad 
ralorem. The duty on handkerchiefs is 
60 per cent. 

On motor car bodies there is to he a 
minimum duty of £40, and of 50 per cent. 
of the value ot the car where such per- 
centage produces a higher sum than £40. 

On new omnibus bodies the duty is £40, 
or 50 per cent. of the value. On second- 
hand ‘bus bodies it is 150 per cent. ad 
ralorem, 334 per cent. is charged on 
chassis, component parts and accessories. 

HEAVY DUTIES. 

Of the duties which are varied by Finan- 
cial Resolution 4, the first imposes a duty 
of 50 per cent. on articles intended as 
holders of paper and twine, as compared 
with the old duty of 45 per cent., and 
preference of 30 per cent. 

The duty on fire extinguishers is re- 
duced from 45 per cent. to 40 per cent. 

ahe duty on coffin mountings of metal 
is increased from 50 per cent. to 664% per 
cent. 

On cast iron articles a duty of 25 per 
cent. is imposed ia lieu of 224 per cent. 
On iron and steel wire manufactures the 
new duty is 335 per cent., as compared 
with 224 per cent. : 

On metal or wood sieves, riddles, etc., 
the duty is reduced from 50 per cent. to 
the former preferential duty of 354 per 
cent, 

Canned fruits of specified sorts have 
been subjected to variations of duty, show- 
ing increases and reductions. 

The duty on filled shot cartridges for 
shot guns is raised from 15 per cent. to 
334 per cent. 

Forty per cent. is the new duty on 
wovc.: articles, such as table cloths, towels, 
etc. as compared with 30 per cent. and 20 
per cent. preference duty last year. 


WOVEN PIECE GOODS. 


The duty on woven piece goods is slightly 


| increased in the various descriptions from 


30 per cent. to 334 per cent. On bedding 
the duty is raised from 37} per cent. and 
25 per cent. preference duty to a 40 per 
cent. flat rate. 

Rugs, not of cotton, now bear a lower 
duty of 40 per cent., and compared with 


45 per cent. last year; the preference duty 


was 30 per cent., but this is wiped out. 
The preference of ls. on live birds 


the duty is 2s. per bird. 

The resolution covering wearing apparel 
sets out the items on which duty is charge- 
able differently from former schedules ol 
classification. A duty of 40 per cent, 1s 
charged on knitted outer garments—not 
hats, caps or shawls—and 60 per cent. on 
men’s and women’s other kinds of outer 
wear. Only 40 per cent. is chargeable on 
under garments for boys and girls. 

There is 60 per cent, duty on hats and 
caps for men and boys, 40 per cent. on 
gloves and umbrellas, and 60 per cent. on 
women’s under garments. 

The duty on women’s millinery has been 
raised from 15 to 25 per cent. 

A new duty of 2d. per Rosary has been 
imposed. 


TEA TAX DOWN. 


Resolution 10 reduces the duty on tea 
to 2d. per pound. This is a reduction of 
4d. on the old rate of duty. 

Resolution 11 provides that no duty shall 
be levied on any article imported into 
Saorstat Eireann which was manufactured 
or produced more than 100 years before 
the date of importation. 

It is provided by Resolution 12 that on 
or after the 28th May, 1934, the duty of 
newspapers shall be raised from two-fifths 
of a penny to two-thirds of a penny. 

In another resolution it is provided that 
the drawback on tobacco grown in the 
Free State shall be 34d. instead of 7d. 
per Ib. 

By Resolution 15, in lieu of the Excise 
duties imposed by the Finance Act 
of 1933, where unmanufactured home- 
grown tobacco is exported or bonded and 
manufactured into cavendish or negro- 
head, and if delivered from the warehouse, 
be chargeable with duty, an allowance of 
2d. per jb. shall be made to the exporter 
or manufacturer. No allowance will be 
made for unmarketable and not fully 
cured, Licensed manufacturers of tobacco 
are entitled to a rebate of 35d. per Ib. 


RELIEF FOR GAMES. 


Games are relieved of entertainment tax. 
No duty shall be charged or levied on pay- 
ments for admission to any entertainment 
which consists solely of any game or sport 
played out of doors by two or more 
persons, and which does not involve the 
participation of horses, dogs or other 
animals, or the use of mechanically- 
propelled vehicles. 

The first resolution declared that income 
tax. shall be charged at the rate of 4s. 6d. 
in the £. This is a reduction of 6d. as 
compared with last year. The surtax on 
incomes over £1,500 remains at the same 
rate as under the Finance Act of 1935.

CIVIL SERVICE “CUTS” 
NOT REPEATED.

DEPUTY declared in the Lobby last 


evening that, on the system by which 
the Government are proposing to initiate 
various industries, repay Dail Eireann 
Loans and remit income tax, it would be 
possible tg remit all taxation, and the 
surprising: thing was that they did not go 
in for a spectacular display of that kind. 

According. to this authority, there is 
nothing fó prevent the Minister for 
Finance from doubling his borrowings. 
Borrowing on paper and getting the cash 
are, however, two very different proposi- 
tions, and borrowing increases the tary 
payers’ burden. Hence the limitation of 
the amount to £7,212,750. 

With the reduction of 6d. on the income 
tax and the concession regarding the tax 
on tea, it was presumably expected that 
deputies would not be critical as to the 
means by which these things were done. 
‘* Jugglery ’’ was, however, freely alleged. 

‘All the canons of honest accountancy 
were outraged by the Minister,’’ said one 
authority, while others expressed bewilder- 
ment as to how Mr. MacEntee managed 
to have a surplus and a deficit at the 
same time. 


FARMERS’ SERIOUS 
OUTLOOK, 


The farmers’ representatives have the 
chief grievance against the Minister. In 
no respect is there any provision by which 
their terrible plight is to be mitigated. 
The Minister expects, presumably, that 
rates and annuities will be paid in full; 
yet there is no suggestion throughout the 
Budget as to any effort to end the 
‘“economic war,” and thus give the 
country’s chief industry an opportunity 
to dispose of its produce. On the contrary, 
there is a provision to continue the 
amount of £2,250,000 for export bounties 
and subsidies, £1,500,000 of which 
appears amongst the sums to _ be 
borrowed. By this arrangement the gene- 
ral taxpayer is made to bear a share of 


the cost of the “war” in which the 
larmers are the main sufferers. 
The Government’s Labour supporters 


are pleased at the provision made for the 
long-promised scheme of pensions for 
widows and orphans. This is to cost the 
Exchequer £250,000 in the current 
financial year, and the Minister hopes to 
recoup some £75,000 as a saving on un- 
einployment assistance by, presumably, 
the transfer of a certain number of un- 
employed widows to the pension scheme. 

The repayment of the Dail Eireann Ex- 
ternal Loan has already been approved 
by legislation passed hy both Houses, but 
the fact that the Government has now to 
embark on a borrowing process to raise 
the required £1,900,000 is not calculated 


to raise enthusiasin. 


INCOME TAX CHANGE, 

One thing which appears to be settled 
by the Budget statement is that it is not 
intended to re-impose ‘‘cuts’’ this year 
on Civil Service salaries. The civil ser- 
vants will not, however, escape alto- 
gether, as the assessment for income tax 
in the current vear will be on the basis 
of the full salary before deduction. ‘The 
individuals «oncerned are more or less 
satisfied at this arrangement. It is pretty 
certain that, if the “ cuts’’ had been re- 
peated, there wonld have been a further 
rush of senior officials for permission to 
retire. 

In some quarters there was a disposi- 
tion to argue that the Budget portends an 
early general election, because there has 
heen an obvious underlying intention 
throughout to placate as far as possible 
the people who have votes, and to avoid 
direct injury to any wide interests. The 
income tax payer has been softened in his 
criticisms by the sixpence remission ; the 
honsewife will be expected to re- 
spond to the reduction in tea; the 
civil servant, and especially the 
lower-grade service, which it was be- 
lieved was marked out for  penalisa- 
tion have escaped almost unscathed. The 
pensions for widows and orphans ought 
to have a big reaction in favour of the 
Government. 


ELECTION REASONS. 


But, it is asked, why should the Govern- 
ment go to a general eledtion now? It is 
assured of its majority and can remain in 
office for several years. It has, however, 
important and very vital objects to achieve 
by winning an election now, or in the 
immediate future. It can get passed the 
Senate Bill, which will presumably be 
rejected by the Senate in a few weeks 
time; also the ‘‘Anti-Blue Shirt’’ Bill, 
which has already been held up, and the 
bill to give the vote to all over twenty-one 
years of age in local elections. It can get 
passed the bill to abolish university repre- 
sentation in the Dail, which may also be 
held up by the Senate. All these could 
be brought into operation within sixty days 


‘from the winning of a general election, 


It is further argued that the Govern- 
ment will lose much that it hopes to gain 
from the Budget if, as seems likely, it 
suffers a smashing defeat at the local 
elections in June, In the opinion of some 
observers the Government will endeavour 
to expedite its measures now in progress 
and go to the country before or about the 
time of the local elections, If that should 
come Main June will be a very interesting 
month in the Irish Free State.

‘BUSINESSMEN’S 
VIEWS. 


INDUSTRY, SPORT AND 
POOR TO BENEEIT. 


a 
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R. EDGAR ANDERSON, President 

of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 

when asked for his views on the Budget, 
said :— 

Although I have not had an opportunity 
of studying the figures, the most important 
feature of the Budget is the reduction in 
the rate of income tax—making it the 
sume as the English rate—thereby ve- 
moving the adverse influence that a higher 
rate in the Free State would have had on 
the flow of capital for investment and on 
domiciles. 

Apart from the actual benefits derived, 
a reduction in income tax has a psycho- 
logical effect that should improve business 
generally, 

The working classes will benefit by the 
reduction in the tea duty, tending to lower 
the cost of living, which many people 
consider is too high. 

The reduction in income tax should help 
in the development of Irish business, with 
the consequential absorption of more 
labour, thereby reducing very seriously the 
amount spent on relief. 

Mr. D. J. O’Donohoe, President of the 
Federation of Irish Industries, said :— 

The reduction in income tax is more 
than I expected. There is no doubt that 
it will go a long way in helping Irish 
industries generally, 

The reduction in the tea tax will help 
the poor considerably. On the whole, the 
Budget is a very popular one. 


MORE FRESH FISH EATING, 


When asked his opinion on the new tax 
of one penny on tinned fish, Mr. G. D. 
Findlater, of Messrs. Alex. Findlater and 
Co., Ltd., Dublin, said that he did not 
think that the tax would in any way help 
to start a canning industry in this 


country. The main trade in tinned fish 
was in salmon and small fish of the 
sardine type. The small fish fishing 


grounds were too remote from the Free 
State, and it would not be economical to 
tin Irish salmon, which retailed at 2s. 4d. 
to 3s. 4d. per lb., while tinned salmon 
retailed at from Ils. 6d. to 1s. 8d. The 
new tax would enforce the consumption 


of fresh fish. 
TO ENCOURAGE OIL 
PACKING. 


An oil dealer told an Irish Times 
representative that the tax of 1s. a gallon 
on lubricating oil imported in containers 
holding more than 40 gallons’ was 
obviously intended to encourage the pack- 
ing of oil in the Free State. 

At present, he said, most of the lubri- 
cating oil sold in the Free State is sold in 
one-gallon tins and five and _ ten-gallon 
drums, which come into this country 
packed and ready for the consumer. 


THE TAX ON SPORT. 


A member of the Jrish Times sporting 
staff writes :— : 

The removal of the tax on sports will 
be welcomed, in particular by the Rugby 
and Association football organisations and 
by the Irish boxing and lawn tennis asso- 
ciations, as these were the chief sufferers. 

When the tax was introduced two years 
ago all four bodies made appeals to the 
Minister for Finance to have it remitted, 
but without effect. There is no doubt that 
all four bodies will greatly benefit by its 
removal, as a big proportion of gate money 
had to be handed over to the Government. 

In the case of Association football, a 
number of club followers who usually went 
to the reserved enclosure at the various 
grounds changed to the unreserved enclo- 
sure 6wing to the increased charges, and 
the financial difficulties with which several 
of the Free State clubs are faced have been 
largely attributed to taxation. The remis- 
sion comes at a most opportune moment 
for this particular game. 

With Irish boxing at such a high stan- 
dard internationally, and also command- 
ing such a big following throughout the 
Free State, the I.A.B.A. will now be able 
to stage contests in Ireland against other 
countries without fear. of financial loss. 


RUGBY £1,600 RICHER, 


Mr. W. A. Clarke, the hon. treasurer of 
the Irish Rugby Union, said the remission 
of the entertainment tax on sport would 
mean a great deal to Rugby football 
all over the Free State. 

It will mean, he added, that the Rugby 
Union will be £1,600 or £1,700 in pocket 
at the end of the vear. It is one of the 
greatest things that has happened in 
Rugby circles for a long time. The clubs 
all over the country will benefit, inasmuch 
as they will now obtain a profit on the gate 
money. 

Mr. P. O'Keeffe, the secretary of the 
+.A.A., when asked for his views on the 
remission of the tax, declined to say any- 
thing. The entertainment tax did not 
apply to games held under G.A.A. rules. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW. 


Commenting upon the Irish Free State 
Budget proposal to increase the tax on 
imported. newspapers from two-fifths to 
two-thirds of a penny per copy, Sir Thomas 
McAra,_ secretary of the Newpaper

‘UNUSUAL DIVISION IN 
PARLIAMENT.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE most extraordinary division which 
has taken place in the Northern 
Ireland Parliament since it was estab- 
lished in 1921 was recorded to-day in con- 
nectiongwith the moving of a writ for an 
election in Belfast Central Division to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. Joseph Devlin. The Nationalist Party 
were to move for this writ yesterday, but 
failed to do so, much to the annoyance 
of the Labour Party, who have already 
selected their candidate, and complain 
that the seat has now been vacant for 
nearly four months. 
" At the sitting of the House to-day Mr. 
H. Midgley (Labour) moved that Mr. 
Speaker issue his warrant to the Clerk ol 
make out a new writ for 
Belfast Central. 

Mr. C. Healy (Nationalist) said that he 
wished to put a question. He wanted to 
know if it were customary for a member 
of another party from that to which the 
late meniber belonged to move the writ 
for the vacancy in this House. 

Mr. Moles (Deputy Speaker)—TI take it 
that you are raising a question of order or 
procedure. This is a question which has 
risen not for the first time, se rt 
is the first occasion in this House. It is 
clearly within the right of any individual 
membér to move a writ, but it had been 
laid down by Mr. Speaker Lowther in the 
Imperial Parliament that it was the im- 
memorial custom that it should be moved 
by a member of the party to which the 
deceased member belonged. Consequently 
Mr. Midgley was within his rights in 
moving it. 


UNPRECEDENTED. 


Mr. Healy said that it was quite unpre- 
cedented in the history of parliamentary 
institutions, except in one or two instances 
which went to prove the rule, for a 
member not of the party to which a 
late member belonged to move the writ. 
The cause for the delay in this matter 
was pretty well known to people who read 
the newspapers. It was entirely due to 


secure unity among the Nationalists cf 
Central Belfast. A Convention = of 
Nationalists was being held to-morrow, 


and in the ordinary way they would move | 


for the wiit on Tuesday next. 

“We resent the intrusion of 
Socialist Party into our affairs in this 
matter,” declared Mr. Healy, amid cheers 
from the Government benches, where the 
dispute between two sections of the Oppost- 
tion members was apparently 
enjoyed. 

'“ We resent any endeavour to force our 
hands,” proceeded Mr. Healy. ‘ It has 
been mooted in the House that the onl) 
reason for the delay Bs 

Mr. Midgley—Hear, hear; I agree. 

Mr. Healy—The only reason suggested 
was that we were deliberately keeping back 
the moving of the writ and delaying the 
election until the holding of the Catholic 
Truth Congress in Belfast in the middle 
of Juna. “ Nothing,’’ said Mr. Healy, “is 
further from our intention. That the 
Socialists should attempt to force our 
hands in this matter and inconvenience us 
is another instance of that ingratitude one 
finds in politics. Neither of the two 
Socialist members in that House would 
have secured sufficient votes at the last 
election to save their deposits had it not 
been for the Nationalist votes in their con- 
stituencies.’’ (Government cheers. ) 


DEBATE BARRED. 

The Deputy-Speaker, intervening, said 
that they could not enter into a debate on 
the merits of the question. 

Mr. Healy said that he did not attach 
any personal blame to Mr. Midgley. His 
hands had been forced in the matter, and 
he was not a free agent. If he (Mr. 
Healy) had made his point that they re- 
fused to allow any party to stampede them 
into action of- this kind before he was 
ready, he had discharged the duty in- 
cumbent on him at the moment. 

Mr. Midgley said that he would like to 
reply to some of the misrepresentations: 
the Labour movement decided to apply for 
the writ in view of the long delay in 
making application for it on the part ol 
the Nationalist Party. Before taking that 
step, out of courtesy to the Nationalist 
members, and recognising the traditional 
position,. they saw the representatives ot 
the party to which the deceased member 
belonged. They saw all the members of 
the Nationalist Party present in the 
House on that occasion, and, as a result ol 
the interview, the Nationalists agreed to 
ask for the writ on Tuesday, May 8, and 
sent an intimation to do so. Yesterday

The ten per cent. reduation in the standard rate of Income Tax announced in the Budget 
puts the Free State standard rate on the same level as the British rate.

SIX PASSENGERS LOST.

“OUR hours after an $S.O.S. call had 
been picked up at.Croydon from the 
French air liner Golden Clipper, witch 
left Le Bourget yesterday morning, news 
was received that’ wreckage had been 
sighted from an aeroplane eighteen mules 
west-by-north of Boulogne. 

The ill-fated machine ran into bad 
weather on leaving the French coast. In 
reply to a request from the, pilot, Croydon 
informed him that his direction-finding 
position was eighteen and a half miles 
west-by-south of Boulogne. A few minutes 
later the Golden Clipper sent out a wire- 
less 8.O.S. 

Nothing further was heard of the liner, 
and an aeroplane was despatched from 
Crovdon to search for her. A few hours 
later came the news that the wreckage 
had been sighted by a searching aeroplane 
eighteen miles from Boulogne. 


Boats immediately raced out. from 
Boulogne in the hope of finding any 
possible survivors. The -wreckage was 


taken in tow by the Dungeness lifeboat.

SECOND CHAMBER 
REFORM.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
observes :—A division on the second read- 
ing of Lord Salisbury’s bill is to be taken 
in the House of Lords to-night. There is 
something to be said for passing it— 
merely for the educational value of a dis- 
cussion in committee—but there is clearly 
no future for the bill in the programme 
of Parliament, nor can its promoters have 
counted upon a more positive or encourag- 
ing reply from the Government than Lord 
Hailsham was able to give them on Tues- 
day. So far-reaching a measure of consti- 
tutional reform could only issue, or would 
most appropriately issue, as Lord Salis- 
bury and Lord Hailsham agreed, upon the 
authority and responsibility of the Govern- 
ment of the day. The present bill, for 
reasons which have already been clearly 
established in the full-dress debate which 
it has stimulated, is not of a character to 
attract. oficial support or adoption, or to 
consolidate public opinion behind it. 
Everyone still has his own ideas on the 
subject. All that can be hoped is that, as 
the latest in a long series of attempted 
experiments in reform, the measure and 
the three days of discussion may help to 
bring the day of reform nearer, bv defin- 
ing negatively, not less than positively, 
the course which reform must take. 

There is abundant room for reform in 
the personnel and some room for change 
in the powers of the Second Chamber, but 
by far the more important is the re- 
constitution of the House in such a way 
as to increase the natural authority that 
even in its present form it conspicuously 
There is much to be said for 
tightening up the definition of a money 
bill and for relieving the Speaker of some 
share of an unenviable responsibility, but 
the power to require a general election as 
the condition of assent to particular 
measures would be provocative of all that 
i, is designed to avert. The powers left 
to the Lords by the Parliament Act. are 
not unsubstantial, nor are thev likely to 
be successfully challenged. Whatever is 
to be added

composition of the House. 

The tried method of the Constitution 
shows the way. The House already con- 
tains all the elements that a successful 
evolutionary policy will require—a policy 
that might. with advantage, have been set 
moving vears ago.

Since 
the murder of the late Minister for Justice 
the police and the military decided that 
he (Mr. Cosgrave) and other Ministers 
should have a guard. It was against his 
wishes, but they insisted, and for four or five 
years he was accompanied wherever he went 
with a military guard. ‘The idea underlying 
supplying him with a military guard was that 
if danger was to be anticipated it would. be 
of a military character, and as such soldiers 
would be better adapted to meet it. Some 
time last year, without a moment's notice, 
two members of the police force called at his 
house to know where he was, and they were 
told that he was in town. It was, in fact, 
from the maid in his house that he had heard 
that there was a change in Government pclicy 
with regard to his guard. Within 24 hours 
he had eluded those guards, and the . ilitacy 
were brought back as guards. 


A PROTEST. 


Five or six weeks ago another change was 
made, and the police were put on guard. He

NAAS BATON CHARGE. 

Mr. BELTON (U.I., Dublin, N.) said that 
there were certain acts done by the Govern- 
which were unpopular that no 
ordinary citizen would do them, but Guards 
were commissioned to do them. He thought 
that the Government would be well advised 
to defend this action, if true, and deny it if 
it were not true. Sheriffs had been ordered 
make seizures for debts that had been 
paid. 

Having reíerred to the Naas cattle, and 
to the baton charge that followed the sale, 
said that the Minister should state 
whether there was any truth in the rumours 
that were in circulation as to the purchasers 
the cattle, or as to instructions which 
were said to be given to the police.

Mr. E. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) 
said the police only did their duty, and a 
former supporter of Deputy Belton said they 
had not got half enough. 


MISUSE OF THE GUARDS. 

Mr. VINCENT RICE (U.I.. Dublin) said 
that the Guards were being grossly misused 
by the Government. In the days of the 
British there was never a baton charge until 
the Riot Act was read. In Naas there was 
a baton charge without the slightest notice, 
and innocent persons and small children were 
batoned., 

Alluding to the occasion on which members 
of the Special Force were alleged to have 
seen men getting instructions in Parnell 
square, Mr. Rice asked why the House was 
not raided on the spot, warlike material 
seized, and the men handling it arrested. 

Mr. G. BENNETT (U.1., Limerick) said 
that on last Saturday mght, on the occasion 
of a Fine Gael dance, a howling and aggressive 
mob blocked the approaches to the hall in 
Limerick, but the Chief Superintendent of the 
Garda, who was present, declined to remove 
them, and declared that he did not think their 
presence was intimidatory. 

The Garda Siochana apparently were carrying 
out instructions from headquarters, and these 
were that Fine Gael was to be obstructed every 
way, and that the blackguards were to be 
allowed to molest them to any extent short 
of murder—he should not say short of murder, 
as they had gone as far as murder. There was 
a limit to the patience of the people of the 
City and County of Limerick, and, if the 
Minister did not restrain the blackguards, he 
(Mr. Bennett) and the other members of the 
organisation would protect ‘themselves and 
deal with those blackguards. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
STATEMENT. 
Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE (Attorney-General) 
said ‘he did not: believe that Deputy Bennett 
was right in suggesting. that, any instructions 
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that sort were carried out in similar circum- 
stances in any other country and the 
criminals were not caught everyone connected 
with the administration of justice would re- 
sign or be dismissed. There had been too 
many abject police failures in this country, 
and there was something rotten somewhere. 
During the past six months there were 500 
recorded outrages, running the whole gamut 
of violence, and there had not. been a pro- 
secution in 29 cases, They had 60 assaults 
or attempted interference with Fine Gael 
dances, only two prosecutions, and no con 
victions. In one case of interference with a 
Fianua: Fail dance there-was intense police 
activity within twenty-four hours, and every 
suspect was dealt with so as to prevent him 
cooking an alibi. There was every evidence 
of efficiency on the part of the police, and he 
congratulated them on it, ‘but the whisper 
had gone round that the police were afraid 
to go against certain individuals in every 
parish, because the tyranny of the transier 
would be used against them. ! 

The failure to detect “political crime 
throughout the ‘country was universal, In 
the 600 outrages there were 45 in which 
individuals were beaten up, three political 
murders and five cases of arson. No price 
would be too high to pay for justice if they 
got impartial administration, but the type 
of one-sided peace and lop-sided ddministra- 
tion they were getting was greater tyranny 
than naked tyranny. That could not go on 
indefinitely. 

Mr. MINCH (U.I., Kildare) said that the 
Minister for Justice, in reply to his questions 
earlier in the day, had given a typical 
Asquithian reply. In his opinion, responsi- 
bility for the unwarranted baton charges at 
Naas narrowed down to the Chief Super- 
intendent or the group of superintendents 
who were there, 


ADMINISTRATION BLAMED. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., Nat. Univ.) said 
that if the Government wanted law ‘and order 
they would have the support of everybody, 
except a small section of thé commanity, 
which the Constitution Amendment Act, No. 
17, had almost broken up. It would have 
broken up were it not for the weakness of 
the present Government in allowing them to 
grow in strength until they recently emerged 
even as a danger to themselves. 
had been given a bad line by the present 
Administration, a series of speeches having 
forhented an attitude of mind against which 
no police activity could prevail, If the 
judges, juries and police were left unhampered 
in their activities a proper situation might 
easily develop, 

The Government had exercised the preroga- 
tive of mercy in a case in which a man was 
charged with indecent assault. Arising out 
of the last election there were nine or ten 
persons convicted and sentenced by District 
Justices, but only one of them served a sen- 
tence, and that was only one of fourteen days. 
That showed the way in which the law was 
administered. 

If anybody was responsible for the breakdown 
of law more than another by scurrilous abuse, 
of set plan, it was the Minister for Finance. 
There was a definite and unfair use of force 
against one section of the community, while 
another organisation which sought to establish 
a new Government by force of arms was 
fostered. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH IN REPLY. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, re- 
plying, said that few new crimes had been 
attributed to them. <A considerable time ago 
the Government had decided to call in the 
arms that they had control of. Certain 
people who had been prominent in the Govern- 
ment of the State were affected. Subsequently 
some of these arms were returned to certain 
people. At a-later stage the Government de- 
cided to change the guard for protection and 
escort purposes from military to police, In 
all civilised countries, except during war, pro- 
tection was always given by police. The men 
appointed to guard Deputy Muleahy and 
Deputy Cosgrave had already acted in that 
canacity. 

He referred to the incident in the Abbey 
Theatre in which Mr. Mulcahy figured. It 
was suggested that a man had been added to 
Mr. Muleahy’s escort for espionage work, and 
further, it was suggested that the man was 
brought. into the new force. The man was 
transferred .with others to the police at a 
time when the Department of Defence was 
handing over to the Civic Guard transport 
for the purpose of providing protection. The 
Abbey Theatre incident was under investiga- 
tion, 


THE CHARGE OF ESPIONAGE. 


Continuing, the Minister said that the 
deputy: had suggested his movements were 
being followed up for the purpose of report- 
ing them to the Government. There was no 
desire to interfere or hamper or give annoy- 
ance either to Deputy Mulcahy or Deputy 
Cosgrave, Instructions to the police made 
that abundantly clear. On the other hand, 
everything had been done to embarrass the 
police by the manner in which the protection 
had been accepted. 

Regarding the breaking of windows at the 

U.I.P. headquarters, Parnell square, on three 
eccasions, his information was that on one 
of these. occasions .Deputy Mulcahy had ar- 
ranged a meeting of newsboys, that some of 
them had not agreed with what was said, 
and when they came out a stone was flung 
through the window. ‘The deputy knew thé 
difficulty of trying to estallish who flung the 
stone. 
_ There were now three unsolved murders 
in the country, but the same was true when 
the last Administration went out of office; 
vet 16 was suggested that the Guards were 
being interfered wi.a, and had got some pri- 
vate instructions to prevent them doing their 
duty. ~ 


DUNDALK EXPLOSION. 


A very definite statement was made. as to 
the Dundalk explosion by Deputies Cosgrave 
and Mulcahy, and, as a result of the state- 
ment of Deputy Cosgrave, he was approached 
by the, Chief Superintendent and Inspector, 
as was Deputy Mulcahy. There, was little 
difference hetween Deputy Cosgrave’s 
account of the interview and the police 
account;'and, according to the police report, 
Deputy Cosgrave became annoyed; and said 
in a very aggressive tone that he required an 
explanation as to why they had not raided 
the Parnell square premises, Deputy Mul- 
eahy's reply was that, if certain written ques- 
tions were submitted to him, he would con- 
sider answering them.

If the 
forces of the State were not sufficient to 
preserve peace at those meetings the Govern- 
ment were prepared to come to the Dail and 
ask for more forces to do it, but the one thing 
more than anything that had caused this 
was that the Opposition had introduced a 
Fascist organisation that had been the cause 
of more disorder than any other organisation. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN said the tone of 
the Minister’s speech was to incite both sides 
against each other.

Mr, A. Owen Davies, solicitor, Cardiff, 
said that Moorson shouldered full respon- 
sibility throughout, although the grey- 
hound was run in the name of Miss Peggy 
Merrett. .Moorson had declared that he 

= £100 to Mr. Harry O'Neill in Ireland 
or the greyhound, ont the duty was £45, 
but the real value of the greyhound was 
£300, the minimum duty payable being 
£120. .He said that the only other stipu- 
lation with O'Neill was a percentage of 
the winnings up to £500. Up to the pre- 
sent the winnings totalled ont £36. 

Moorson declined to disclose certain 
documents respecting the transaction, and 
in mitigation 1t was stated that he joined 
the |Army in 1914, when he was only six- 
teen, served Shronghous the War and 
obtained the rank of captain at seventeen. 
In 1926 he was a clerk in a Cardiff firm 
of pitwood merchants, and afterwards set 


up business on his own behalf. He held 


many important offices, and was now a 
man of the highest standing in Cardiff 
and London business circles, , 

Another point put in Moorson’s favour 
was the deposit of an extra £200 for duty, 
and that, although the epypound was 
bought in the joint names of Moorson and

The full housing programme of the Free 
State Government contemplates the ex- 
penditure of over £20,000,000 from public 
funds by grants and loans to private 
persons and to public utility societies pro- 
viding new houses, and grants to small 
farmers and labourers reconstructing their 
present houses, and loans to local 
authorities. 


Grants to private persons and public 
utility societies are free gifts, while the 
loans to local authorities have to be 
funded, in part only,. by those bodies. 


When an urban local authority’s scheme 
is for the rehousing of persons displaced 
from unhealthy houses, the State pays 
two-thirds of the annual loan charges. 
For other schemes of urban loca! authorities 
the State pays one-third of the loan 
charges. 


The State pays 60 per cent. of the loan 
charges for all rural local authorities’ 
schemes.
